Mr Field's fortune la estimated at 


from $150,000,000 to $200.000,000. His 
10! dings of stocks and bonds generally 
ire estimated to approximate $100,- 
000,000, although with tho exception 
of his ownership of Chicago bank 
shares, there la no public or specific 
ccord of bis Investments. Director- 
ships hold by him indicate a large In- 
terest in such properties, but he was 
.ilso an extensive owner of securities 


companies in which he was not 


represented on the board of directors. 
[t Is known that he constantly was 
seeking Investment for surplus funds 
In Interest or dividend bearing securi- 
ties. He did not tie up money In pro- 
motions 
or unproductive property, 


and conseciuontly it is believed bis 
estate will prove to be extremely 
liquid and clean. 


Mr. Field is credited with having 


been the largest Individual holder of

Formal announcement of the failure 


came without warning. At the close 
o£ the exehan£e for the day, tbe fol- 
lowing notice was given out: 


"All accounts of McReynolds & Co.

Growth of Argentine Population. 
The reproach sometimes cast upon 


South American states, that they are 
sparsely settled and growing too slow-

graphic reports of that country. At 
the end of 1903 the population of Ar- 
gentina was 5.100.98B, and at the end 
of 1904 It was 5,410,028, showing an 
increase ot 249,042, or nearly 5 per 
cent a year.

due to Immigration, chiefly 


from Italy, hut a gratifying large part 
ot It was due 
to 
the natural In- 


crease of population. The .number ot 
marriages increased from 30,351 In

creased from 82.713 to 81,275. That 
was certainly an excellent showing, 
full ot promise for the great southern 
commonwealth.—New York Tribune.

aro tho main factors in thnso condi- 
tions. 
But whon he wishes a fusion 


of colls, in his specimens, which' is 
tho first stop in tho production ot 
spores, and spores hero correspond to 
seeds in rue cranberry, ho takes his 
vigorous growing specimens and places 
them for u day or two in a cool dark 
place.

used is that of removing a part of the

The two elements which iu a groat 
measure control these conditions are 
leat and moisture.

of these wo-can havo but little control, 
but wo can do rnnoh in tlio control a?

also based on the charaotor of tlio soil 
represented 
iu' each 
tract. 
There 


ore in this region two distinct typos 
of soil; first, the heavy rod clay of 
Lucrustine origin covering most of 
tho region for considerable distance 
around both Superior and Ashland; 
aud second, coarse, sandy noil cover- 
ing a largo area extending from a 
short distance north of Iron River 
soutli-west to the St. 
Oroix river. 


Each of these typos of soil presents its 
own peculiar problems to 
farmers. 


The oloy is naturally difficult to work 
except whon in proper condition with 
reference to moisture; and on account 
of its large water-holding capacity 
it remains wet and therefore cold ou- 
til vory late in the spring. 
This 


fact, together with tne cold -winds 
from Lake Superior in the spring, 
•makes crops on this clay very back- 
ward ' The problem, therefore, 
is: 


how can these conditions be overcome 
and the maximum productivity se- 
cured? 


The first step toward tho improve- 


ment of this olay soil is 1.0 sub drain 
it by tile. 
Eight acres of the connty 


poor farm at Superior, u portion of 
which was leased for experimental 
purposes, has just bean tiled in order 
to carry on tho investigation. 
The 


tile on this field is so arranged as to 
determine the effect of drain-tile when 
placed at different distances apart. 
In a part of tlie field the tile was 
placed forty fpet apart, in another 
sixty feet apart, and in others eighty 
foot apart, the purpose being to deter- 
mine the most desirabln 
distance. 


The linos of tile in each of thesu three 
sections are brought together to a 
main, the water from which will be 
measured by a wa'er register so that 
the actual amount of water removed 
per acre by tile at different distances 
apartmay.be determined. 
This ex- 


periment will furnish data not now 
at hand as to the amount of water 
actually removed by drain-tile 
This 


field will be planted to a rotation of 
:crops, each of which will exend across 
the plats drained by tiln at different 
distances apart, as-well as extending

Whon found it was supposed that 


she had died of heart disease whilo on 
her way along the load, liut subse- 
quent developments 1" the case led 
tlie authorities to think that possibly 
she had met with foul play either at 
Nekoosa or afror leaving thore, and 
with this idea inmnid a coroner's m- 
quest and mvastigiition was stpitod.

Although it had been lumorod for sev- 
eral months that the firm was In diffi- 
culty, the failure was unexpected by 
the traders and caused considerable 
surprise among the other commission 
houses. George S. McReynolda, presi- 
dent of tbe firm. In a statement is- 
sued In, the afternoon, placed the firm's 
liabilities at $400,000 and the a'ssets at 
$300,000. 


Formal announcement of the failure 


came without warning. At the close 
o£ the exchanre for the day, the fol 
lowing notice was given out: 


"All accounts of McReynolds & Co. 


have 
been 
transferred 
to Prlnglo, 


Fitch & Rankln. All obligations will 
be paid in full. It was a compulsory 
transfer." 


The first Intimation that the firm 


was In trouble came early In the day, 
when a large number of flrms and In- 
dividuals received back from several 
banks McReynolds & Co.'s checks 
with "n. s. I."—not sufficient funds 
—written on them. The matter was 
kect from the traders' ears until after 
ths close of the exchange.

The little girl was strictly reared,

Furze May Yield Paper. 


The salvation of the world's paper 


supply may come from furze. It has 
been ascertained that the furze, suit 
ably treated, produces a white and 
solid pulp. After a boiling of five or 
six hours the pulp is washed with 
water, acidulated with sulphuric acid 
In suitable 
quantity, bleached with 


chloride of lime and thoroughly wash 
ed, when it is In a suitable state to 
use in paper manufacture. If success 
ful, this sort of paper making will 
open up a large class of new paper 
making mateilals and possibly prove 
the solution of the serious problem 
caused by the rapid exhaustion ot the 
timber districts In the effoit to meet 
the demand for wood pulp, the pres- 
ent universal material.

creased from 82.713 to 81,278. That 
was certainly an excellent showing, 
full of promise for the great southern 
commonwealth.—New York Tribune.

This machine was originally de- 


signed for the purpose of taking soft 
berries out of partly fre/.eu crop. 
It 


Iwi never been used for that purpose 
because wo Imvo never bad a badly 
frosted crop since the niaehiuo was 
invented. 
Tlie original plan was to 


grade the berries into cxaet sizes ns 
they came irom the mutsb. aud place 
each grade away by itself iu tho 
curing boxes. 
We found, as a matter 


ol fact, that soft frozen and defective 
berries would shrink in caring more 
than sound berries. 
Tho plan was to 


readjust the screen to 
each of the 


soverul grades, wlieu we got ready to 
prepare them for the market. 
Clean- 


ing up one'grado at a time and at this 
second grading the soft and defective 
berries would pass 
thru tlie screen 


before the sound berries aud would 
in tliat \\ay be separated by relying 
on this principlo of shrinkage during 
curing. 
The time may come when 


we will yet have to nso the mill for 
that purpose, bnt with our preseut 
water protection we hope we will not 
soon have to take advantage ot the 
original design 


I am now manufacturing a cran- 


berry mill with n capacity of about 
150 barrels a day, tliatcan be put into 
a lean-to. 
It nas but one moving 


picking table and 5 sets of jumpers. 
It takes the berries out on one side 
instead of both sides as in tlie mills 
heretofore manufactured. 
This mill 


will cost less than the mills hereto-

In considering tho dovelobpinonl 


of fruit bnds by the cranberry plant 
our first thought is, why does this or 
any other plant Uovelup fruit 
buds 


iu other words, what is the object o: 
the life of this plant? Is it to pro 
duce n beautiful truit and a food for 
mankind? Evidently not. Scientists 
after long years of careful observation 
of tlio habits of plants, agree that th> 
purposo of plauts in fruiting is to 
reproduce others of their kind. 
VVitl 


this in mind then, that the purpose ii 
cranberry fruit bud development is 
solely tho produckiou of other crau 
berry plants, this question comes to 
our minds, what cau we do, or vim 
conditions can we supply, to the cran- 
berry plaut to increase or stimulate 
this tendency to reproduce. 
It ia ev 


ideut 
that this tendency is much 


stronger some years than others, be 
cause some years wo ^lieve a heavy 
blossoming, other years a very light 
ono. 
Why 
this 
difference? 
In 


answering this, I wisli to call your 
attention to habits in plants more 
familiar to us iu laboratory ' study. 
Take for example, spirogyra. 
Sniro 


gyra is one of tho simplest of many 
celled plants, 
It is a hair like water 


plaut, made up ot cells joined end to 
end. 
This plant increases iu size by 


a divisiou of its cells ai do all other 
plants. 
We observe tins 
as vine 


growtli m tho cranberry plant. 
When 


the biologist wishes to have rapid 
cell division or growth iu his spiro 
gyra so that all stages may be easily 
found lor miscropio work, lie furnish 
es the best conditions for vegetativi 
growth. 
High temperature and ligh 


are the main factors in these condi 
tiaiis. 
But when he wishes a fusion 


of cells, in his specimens, which is 
the first stop in the production o: 
spores, nnd spores here correspond to 
seeds in the cranberry, he takes his 
vigorous growing specimens oml places 
them for a day or two in a cool dark 
place. 
Another 
method sometimes 


used is that of removing a part of the 
water from the spirogyra, thus ]iai 
tia'ly drying it. 
This sudden clii'il 


in the growth greatly increases the 
tendency 
to 
reproduce. 
Similar 


methods are practiced on other spores 
bearing algae to get specimens for 
st"_dy 
of their reproduction! This 


principle is also used in green house 


b to force plants to bloom. 
Prof. 


E. P. Sandsteu, in a discussion before 
the science club some time ago, told 
ns that the reason many women were 
unsuccessful in getting house plants 
to bloom was because they gave them 
too much care. 
He said muohigreater 


success was obtained by misusing tlie 
plauts sometimes, letting them go for 
a few days at times without watering. 


The reason for the foregoing re 


suits 
is quite obvious. 
Bepenting 


A-liat 1 said before, the purpose in 
plane life is to live aud to perpetuate 
its kind by reproduction, and when 
the chauge of conditions are snch as 
to threaten or diminish tile life in the 
paiit, there comes this increased activ- 
ity on the part of the plant to leave 
spores or seeds, embryo plants, which 
may lie dormant until conditions are 
favorable for their growth, thus per 
petnatiug their kind. Tliis principel 
applies to the cranberry plant as it 
does to all others. 
And from 'it we 


conclude that in order to increase this 
tendency toward reproduction or frnit 
bud development in the cranberry 
plant something should be (done to 
give a severe setback to the vegetative 
growtli in the plant, thus threatening 
its life and increasing and hurrying 
this desire to leave seeds, which witli 
the retnrn of more favorable condi- 


K 


ions would grow? anil perpetuate that 
larticnlar plant life. 
The time at 


which these bndh are furnu'd in, 1 be- 
ieve, largely 
witliiu onr control. 


3uriug the past summer, i found 
manj- wall formed fruit bnds on the 


xpariuient Station iu the early days 


of August, while Prof. God found 
be development to come about a 
month later than this. 
Iu all prob- 


ibillty this was due to a difference 
if i.omlitioiis 
To banitnari/o then, 


lie conditions during the fore part of 
the season should bo such n- to 
pro- 


duce ttio best, most vigorous, vogota- 
,ivo growth, while the later part of 
the tenson should be just the reverse. 
Tho two elements which in a great 
measure control those conditions are 
teat and moisture. 
Over the first 


of these wo cau have bnt little control, 
)ut we can do much iu tho cuutrol of 
tho supply of moisture. 
It would 


sooni to me that the old practice of 
leoping the water well np until the 
first to the middle of. July and then 
drying the marsh as much as possible 
for six or eight weeks is a very good 
one. 
This would aid early vegetative 


growth, givo the desired check, and 
have tlie fruit buds well developed 
befpro tlio uecoHsity came for protec- 
tion against September frosts 
Above 


all, I woold impress upon you the 
necessity of giving more attention to 
theso conditions which 
affect fruit 


budding as you plan for the protection 
of your crops

people of this reigou worn ol groat 
aid to tlio otlicers of the experimental 
station, and thru their 
combined 


efforts 
exceptionally 
well located 


farms have been selected. 
As the 


first work of tho experimental farms 
is to be the practical demonstration 
of ptinciples already developed, it was 
doomed advisble to havo those experi- 
mental tracts located near tho gener- 
al centals of population, so that they 
would bo readily accessible to farmers 
of largo surrounding areas. 


Tlio selection of the farms was 


also based on the character of tlio soil 
represented 
in' each 
tract. 
There 


are iu this region two distinct typos 
of soil; first, tlie heavy rod clay of 
fjucrnBtine origin covering most of 
the region for considerable distance 
iirouud both Superior aud Ashland; 
and second, coarse, sandy soil cover- 
ing a largo area extending from u 
short distance north of Iron River 
south-west to the St. Croix river, 
Each of these types of soilprosents its 
own peculiar problems to farmers. 
Tlio clay is naturally difficult to work 
except when In proper condition with 
reference to moisture; and on account 
of its large water-holding capacity 
it remains wet and therefore cold un- 
til very lato iu the spring. 
This 


fact, together with tlie cold winds 
from Lake Superior in the spring, 
•makes crops on this clay very baolt 
ward 
The problem, therefore, is: 


how cau these conditions be overcome 
ami tho maximum productivity 
cured? 
, 


Tlie first step toward tho improve- 


ment of this clay soil is to sub drain 
it by tile. 
Eight acres ot the county 


poor farm at Superior, u portion of 
which was leased for experimental 
purposes, has just been tiled in order 
to carry on the investigation. 
The 


tile on this field is so arranged as to 
determine the effect of drain-tile when 
placed at different distances apart. 
In a part of the Hold the tile was 
placed forty fefet apart, in another 
sixty feet apart, and iu others eighty 
feet apart, the purpose being to deter- 
mine the most desirable distance. 
The lines of tile iu each of tliosu three 
sections are brought together to a 
main, the water from which will be 
measured by a wa'er register so that 
the actual amount of water removed 
per acre by tile at different distances 
apart may be determined. 
This ex- 


periment will fnrnish data not now 
st imiill as to the amount of water 
actually removed by drain-tile 
This 


field will be planted to a rotation of 
crops, oaoh of which will exend across 
the plats draiucd by tile at different 
distances apart, as welj as extending 
on to a portion of the iield not drained 
at all. 
In this way it will be pos- 


sible to study the offocts of drainage 
at different distances apart an each 
of four crops'every yeai. 


Another line along vliicli demon- 


stration will be made is that of pro- 
ducing clover 
seed. 
At 
present 


practically no clover sei d is produced 
in this northern sectio: I. The high 
price of clover seed prevents many 
farmers from using it as they would 
otherwise iu a way that yield finan- 
cial returns from bay! produced ]ias 
well as increase the fertility and i! 
prova, tho tilth of the soil. 
An effort 


will also be made to| introduce a 
variety of corn adapted to that region, 
and so to improve it as to prodnce a 
good crop iu this northern country. 
Cereals will also be selected which 
are adapted to such conditions. 


An excellent location has been se- 


cured two miles east of Ash laud on 
the Ellis avenue road. 
Thn Business 


Men's club of Ashland, like that of 
Superior, has been very helpful in 
securing this site und favorable con- 
ditions for its occupancy. It is ex- 
pected that work similar 10 tlmt on 
the Superior farm will be conducted 
on the experimental field uear Ash- 
laud, altho it will not be possible to 
install the drainage system there until 
next fail. 
The peninsular projecting 


into Lake Superior presents conditions 
peculiarly favorable to the growth of 
fruit trees, as do also the Apostle 
Islands, and an experimental orchard 
will in all probability be established 
somewhere in hie region.
